C olum bus, June 23.—The final session 
of the Republican state 
convention 
opened .yesterday with prayer by Rev. 
Dr. J. C. Watt. 
The following nominations were made 
by acclamation: 
Secretary of state, 
Charles Kinney; supreme judge, W. T. 
Sneer; clerk of supreme court, Jonah 
B* Allen; food and dairy commissioner, 
Joseph II. Blackburn; member of the 
board of public works, W. G. Johnson. 
The only incident of interest was 
during the consideration of the majority 
and minority reports on credentials. 
The minority report was presented by 
Mr. Easier of Dayton, the only one of 
the 21 members of the committee sign­ 
ing it, and he was the only one who 
supported it in the convention. As soon 
as the majority report was adopted the 
McKisBon men and others unseated 
were provided with seats, and the pro­ 
ceedings were expeditiously dispatched. 
Judge A. C. Thompson, chairman of 
the committee on resolutions, reported 
the foUowing, which was adopted. 
The Republican party of Ohio, in 
state convention assembled, adopts the 
foUowing platform: 
First—We reaffirm the declaration of fact 
aud principles, adopted by the eleventh na­ 
tional Republican convention at St. Louis, 
June 17, 1896. 
Second—We congratulate the country upon 
the fact that—in response to the demand of 
the St. Louis platform, and the will of the peo­ 
ple expressed at the polls in November, 1806- 
protection and reciprocity, twin measures of 
Republican policy, have been re-established 
and have been embodied into public law by the 
enactment of the Dingley bill. 
Third—Wa favor all measures which will 
promote the restoration and growth of our 
merchant marine. 
Fourth—Increasing trade with our neighbor­ 
ing republics, on the west coast of South 
America and our recent victory in the Philip­ 
pine islands, with all the responsibilities at­ 
tached thereto, remind us that it is essential 
to our prosperity and safety that our A tlantic 
and Pacific borders be joined by the nearest 
practicable waterway; we therefore favor the 
construction by the United States of the Nica­ 
ragua canal, to the end that our commerce 
may be extended in time of peace and our 
coasts protected in time of war. 
Fifth—We ask the congress of the United 
States to enlarge and make more effective our 
navy, so that our country may take and oc­ 
cupy her proper place among the nations of 
the earth. It must be adequate at all time for 
defense against foreign foes; to secure the 
just rights of American capital, enterprise 
and commerce in all parts of the world and 
to command respect for our flag everywhere. 
Sixth—We most heartily approve of the 
steps now being taken by congress and the 
11resident, providing for the annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islands as a part of the United 
states, and hereby express the urgent wish 
that the same be fully accomplished at the 
earliest practicable date by the passage by the

LANDING EAST AND WEST. 


The Intention Believed to Be to Attack 


Prom Two Sides, 


FLEET MEANWHILE TO BOMBARD. 


Cubans May Be Used to Close In on the 
Place From the Rear — The Country 
Mountainous, but It Is Believed the 
Troops W ill Traverse the Distance to 
the City on Both Sides W ithin a W eek. 
A Demonstration Made by the F leet 
Under Sampson's Command—One Man 
on the Texas K illed—Dispatches From 
Shafter and Sampson—Location of the 


Cable Station, 


W ashington, June 23.—From advices 
received by General Miles yesterday it 
is evident that troops have been or are 
being landed not far from Playa del 
Este, east side of Santiago bay, and at a 
point west of the harbor entrance. 
The two divisions probably will be 
poshed forward steadily to take the 
town of Santiago on either flank, while 
to Garcia and Rabbi’s bands of insur­ 
gents may be left the task of bringing 
on the attack in the rear. 
The distance 
on the west side is slightly greater than 
on the east, but it probably is not j 
greater by either route than 15 or 18 | 
miles. 
The country is mountainous, i 
but there is no reason to believe it may 
not be traversed by the United States 
j 
troops within a week, even if it should 
be necessary to construct entrenchments 
and abattis everv few railes in order to 
beat back the Spaniards. 
With the be­ 
ginning of the military movement the 
navy will draw close in shore to pound 
away at the forts at the entrance and to 
draw the cordon of warships so closely 
around the mouth as to make it impos­ 
sible for Cervera’s vessels to escape, 
even if they are disposed to take the 
most desperate chances. 
Official aispatches received last night 
.by both Secretary Alger and Secretary 
Long indicated that the landing of 
troops near Santiago was progressing 
most favorably. The first landing was 
effected at Daiquiri yesterday mormng 
and met with comparatively slight re­ 
sistance. 
This was stated in a dispatch 
received 
last evening by Secretary 
Alger which, though brief, was full of 
news and meaning. It follows: 
“ P laya D el E ste, June 22.

Very little if any resistance.

Secretary Alger expressed himself as 
delighted at the expedition with which 
the landing of the troops was being 
effected and with the fact that no seri­ 
ous obstacle was being offered by the 
enemy. 
He construed the text of Gen­ 
eral Shafter’s message to mean that the 
anemv had made merelv a nominal and 


ineffective resistance uy ii n ag irurn m e 
hills at long range. 
Shortly after Secretary Alger received 
his dispatch Secretary Long received a 
more extended cablegram from Admiral 
Sampson. 
It, too, was dated at Playa 
del Este about 0:50 last evening. 
The 
text of the dispatch, translated from 
the navy department cipher, is as fol­ 
lows: 
“Lauding of the army is progressing 
favorably at Daiquiri. 
There is very 
little, if any, resistance. 
The New 
Orleans, Detroit, Castine, Wasp and 
Suwanee shelled vicinity before the 
landing. 
We made a demonstration at 
Cabanas to engage the attention of the 
enemy. 
The Texas engaged the west 
battery for some hoars. 
She had one 
man killed. Ten submarine mines have 
been recovered from the channel of 
Guantanamo. 
Communication by tele­ 
graph has been established at Guanta­ 
namo. 
“ S ampson. ” 
In both army and navy circles the in­ 
formation contained in the dispatches 
of General Shafter and Admiral Samp­ 
son was received with intense satisfac­ 
tion. 
The landing of so large a body of 
troops as General Shafter at present 
has under his command is a task of im­ 
mense proportions. 
A prominent official of the war de 
partment said last night that the oom- 
• Jete debarkation of the troops, animals, 
i**ld guns and supplies within a week 
after their arrival off th e Cuban coast 
would be a task well accomplished. 
It 
is probable, in the opinion of the officer 
referred to, that only a partial landing 
of the troops was effected today, and 
that the landing will be continued from 
day to day until completed. 
It is not 
unlikely, too, that the troops will be 
landed at several places along the coast, 
of coarse within a short distance of the 
headquarters which General Shafter 
will establish for himself. 
Admiral 
Sampson’s dispatch indi­ 
cated that he was carrying out his in ­ 
structions tnoroughly to clear a way for 
the lauding of troops. 
The demonstra­ 
tion which he made with the Texas be­ 
fore Cabanas, which is just east of 
Guantanamo, may easily have led the 
Spaniards to suppose that a general 
landing was to be attempted in that im­ 
mediate vicinity. 
It was evident from 
the text of Admiral Sampson’s dispatch 
that a considerable landing had already 
been effected near Guantanamo, as he 
noted that communication by telegraph 
had been re-established at that point, 
and that the channel had been cleared 
of submarine mines. 
In the opinion of 
naval officers the landing at Guanta­ 
namo was of marines rather than of 
land forces. 
The cable station through which the 
American commanders will communi­ 
cate with the departments in this city 
has been established, as shown by the 
dates of the dispatches received this 
evening, at Playa del Este, a small 
place directly on the coast and about 15 
miles castoff Santiago. The change was 
made from Camp McCalla to Playa del 
Eqte in order that the station might be 
nearer the scene of action.

W a s h in g to n , June 23.—From advices 
received by General Miles yesterday it 
is evident that troops have been or are 
being lauded not far from Playa del 
Este, east side of Santiago bay, and at a 
point west of the harbor entrance. 
The two divisions probably will be 
pushed forward steadily to take the 
town of Santiago on either flank, while 
to Garcia and Rabbi’s bands of insur­ 
gents may be left the task of bringing 
on the attack in the rear. 
The distance 
on the west side is slightly greater than 
on the east, but it probably is not 
greater by either route than 15 or 18 
miles. 
The country is mountainous, 
but there is no reason to believe it may 
not be traversed by the United States 
troops w ithin a week, even if it should 
be necessary to construct entrenchm ents 
and abattis everv few miles in order to 
beat back the Spaniards. 
W ith the be­ 
ginning of the m ilitary movement the 
navy will draw close in shore to pound 
away at the forts at the entrance and to 
draw the cordon of warships so closely 
around the m outh as to make it impos­ 
sible for Cervera’s vessels to escape, 
even if they are disposed to take the 
most desperate chances. 
Official dispatches received last night 
.by both Secretary Alger and Secretary 
Long indicated that the landing of 
troops near Santiago was progressing 
most favorably. 
The first landing was 
effected a t Daiquiri yesterday morning 
and met w ith comparatively slight re­ 
sistance. 
This was stated in a dispatch 
received 
last 
evening by Secretary 
Alger which, though brief, was full of 
news and meaning. It follows:

Landing at Daiquiri this morning suc­ 
cessful. 
Very little if any resistance.

Secretary Alger expressed himself as 
delighted at the expedition with which 
the landing of the troops was being 
effected aud w ith the fact that no seri­ 
ous obstacle was being offered by the 
enemy. 
He construed the text of Gen­ 
eral Shafter’s message to mean that the 
anemv had made merely a nominal aud 


ineffective resistance uy m in g irum m e 
hills at long range. 
Shortly after Secretary Alger received 
his dispatch Secretary Long received a 
more extended cablegram from Admiral 
Sampson. 
It, too, was dated at Plava 
del Este about 0:50 last evening. 
The 
text of the dispatch, translated from 
the navy departm ent cipher, is as fol­ 
lows: 
"Lauding of the arm y is progressing 
favorably at Daiquiri. 
There is very 
little, if any, resistance. 
The New 
Orleans, Detroit, Castine, W asp and 
Suwanee shelled vicinity before the 
landing. 
W e made a demonstration at 
Cabanas to engage the attention of the 
enemy. 
The Texas engaged the west 
battery for some hours. 
She had one 
man killed. 
Ten submarine mines have 
been recovered from the channel of 
Guantanam o. 
Communication by tele­ 
graph has been established at G uanta­ 
namo. 
" S am pson. ” 
In both arm y and navy circles the in­ 
formation contained in the dispatches 
of General Shafter and Admiral Samp­ 
son was received w ith intense satisfac­ 
tion. 
The landing of so large a body of 
troops as General Shafter at present 
has under his command is a task of im ­ 
mense proportions. 
A prom inent official of the w ar de 
partm ent said last night that the com­ 
plete debarkation of the troops, animals, 
ield gun8 and supplies w ithin a week 
after their arri val off the Caban coast 
would be a task well accomplished. 
It 
is probable, in the opinion of the officer 
referred to, that only a partial landing 
of the troops was effected today, and 
that the landing will be continued from 
day to day until completed. 
It is not 
unlikely, too, that the troops will be 
landed at several places along the coast, 
of coarse w ithin a short distance of the 
headquarters which General Shafter 
will establish for himself. 
Admiral 
Sampson’s dispatch indi­ 
cated th at he was carrying out his in ­ 
structions tnoroughly to clear a way for 
the landing of troops. 
The dem onstra­ 
tion which he made w ith the Texas be- 
i fore Cabanas, which is just east of 
Guantanam o, may easily have led the 
Spaniards to suppose that a general 
landing was to be attem pted in th at im­ 
mediate vicinity. 
It was evident from 
the text of Admiral Sampson’s dispatch 
that a considerable landing had already 
been effected near Guantanamo, as he 
noted that communication by telegraph 
had been re-established at that point, 
and th at the channel had been cleared 
of subm arine mines. 
In the opinion of 
naval officers the landing at G uanta­ 
namo was of m arines rather than of 
land forces. 
The cable station through which the 
American commanders will communi­ 
cate w ith the departm ents in this city 
has been established, as shown by the 
dates of the dispatches received this 
evening, at Playa del Este, a small 
place directly on the coast and about 15 
miles castoff Santiago. The change was 
made from Camp McCalla to Playa del 
E^te in order that the station m ight be 
nearer the scene of action.

of the insulators started to leak and in a 
short space of time it commenced to 
blaze. 
The workmen endeavored to 
put out the fire, but were unsuccessful. 
There was a general rush for safety, 
for the entire bridge would become 
charged with electricity just as soon as 
the insulator burned through and the 
wire touched the iron pole. All the 
workmen got away from the iron work, 
and a team of horses that was hauling 
plank for the flooring was hastily un* 
hitched and taken to a place of safety. 
Section Boss Hickey rushed to the 
telephone and telephoned to the power 
house and the current was shut off. 
In a short time the blaze was extin­ 
guished, but traffic was suspended for 
several minutes. 
Had the insulator burned through be­ 
fore the power was shutoff it is probable 
the woodwork in the bridge would have 
caught fire and a disastrous blaze re­ 
sulted.

M eals In F rance. 
The French are very temperate in 
food and drink, a cup of coffee with a 
piece of bread being considered quite 
sufficient until noon, when the dejenner 
a la fonrchette is served. This consists 
of a first course of eggs or macaroni, a 
second of one chop each or stew, and a 
third of fruit and cheese. Plenty of 
bread (always good in France) is eaten 
during the meal, but butter rarely, and 
a glass or two of wine diluted with wa­ 
ter, but never iced or sweetened, is 
drunk by each member of the family, 
including the children. Dinner, usually 
at 7 o’clock, is a little more elaborate 
meal, from which soup and a salad are 
seldom omitted, aud black coffee is 
often served with cognac at the end. 
Owing to the fact that so much chicory 
is used French coffee is not m^ch to the 
taste of Anglo-Saxons. I have never yet 
had what I call a cup of “ good” coffee 
in France, whereas in Vienna and Mu­ 
nich it is simply delicious. Coffee be­ 
ing very dear in France (60 cents per 
pound for good quality) may account 
for the excessive use of chicory.—What 
to Eat.

I t and as I t R ea lly Is. 
England no doubt loves us dearly, 
but the English authors have not yet 
discovered that fact in its entirety. 
Clark Russell, Max Pemberton and An­ 
thony Hope, to say nothing of Conan 
Doyle and Rudyard Kipling, will have 
it that all Americans are Yankees, al­ 
though they would resent the charge 
that all Englishmen are cockneys. 
Another symptom of the drift is in 
relation to emigration from Great Brit­ 
ain. Statistics show that an enormous 
number of people come to this country 
from Great Britain, but the novelists 
never heard of it. Micawber and his 
interesting family went to Australia 
and got rich. So did every other emi­ 
grant that Dickens sent abroad, unless, 
like Martin Chuzzlewit and Mark Tap- 
ley, they were sent to this country to 
point a moral and adorn a tala All 
English writers resemble Dickens in 
that respect.

This trait comes under the head of 
*‘loyalty to the crown. ’ ’ They know per­ 
fectly well that the British emigrant, 
unless assisted by a British society, 
takes himself and belongings to this 
country, and even if the society kindly 
lands him in Canada he takes the first 
chance of skipping over the border. The 
only time he goes to the “ colonies” 
with cheerful alacrity is in the pages of 
a British novel.—Chicago Times-Her- 
ald.

M eals In France. 
The French are very temperate in 
food and drink, a cup of coffee with a 
piece of bread being considered quite 
sufficient until noon, when the dejeuner 
a la fourchette is served. This consists 
of a first course of eggs or macaroni, a 
second of one chop each or stew, and a 
third of fruit and cheese. Plenty of 
bread (always good in France) is eaten 
during the meal, but butter rarely, and 
a glass or two of wino diluted with wa­ 
ter, but never iced or sweetened, is 
drunk by each member of the family, 
including the children. Dinner, usually 
at 7 o’clock, is a little more elaborate 
meal, from which soup and a salad are 
seldom omitted, aud black coffee is 
often served with cognac at the end. 
Owing to the fact that so mnch chicory 
is used French coffee is not m^ch to the 
taste of Anglo-Saxons. I have never yet 
had what I call a cup of “ good” coffee 
in France, whereas in Vienna and Mu­ 
nich it is simply delicious. Coffee be­ 
ing very dear in France (60 cents per 
pound for good quality) may account 
for the excessive use of chicory.—What 
to Lat.

A ncient N atchez Indian W ho R ebelled 
A gainst B eing Sacrificed. 
One of the repulsive features of the 
laws under which the Natchez Indians 
were governed was that W’hen a mem­ 
ber of the royal family of the nation 
died it was necessary that several others 
of the people should accompany him to 
the tomb by suffering death at the 
hands of executioners. 
When the 
“ great sun,” the hereditary chief of 
the whole nation, died, all his wives, 
in case he were provided with more 
than one, and also several of his sub­ 
jects, were obliged to follow him into 
the vale of shadows. The “ little suns, ” 
secondary chiefs, and also members of 
the royal family, likewise claimed, 
when dying, their tribute of death from 
the living. 
In addition to this, the in­ 
exorable law also condemned to death 
any man of the Natchez race who had 
married a girl of the royal line of the 
“ suns.” On the occasion of her death 
he was called upon to accompany her. 
“ I will narrate to you upon this sub­ 
ject,” writes an old French chronicler 
of Louisiana, “ the story of an Indian 
who was not in a humor to submit to 
this law. His name was EtteacteaL He 
had contracted an alliance with the 
‘suns.’ The honor came near having a 
fatal result for him. His wife fell sick, 
and as soon as he perceived that she 
was approaching her end he took to 
flight, embarking in a pirogue on the 
Mississippi, and sought a refuge in New

The m inority report w as presented by 
Mr. Busier of Dayton, the only one of 
the 21 members of the committee sign­ 
ing it, ami he was the only oue who 
supported it in the convention. As soon 
as the m ajority report was adopted the 
M cKisson men and others unseated 
were provided w ith seats, and the pro­ 
ceedings were expeditiously dispatched. 
Judge A. C. Thompson, chairman of 
the com m ittee on resolutions, reported 
the foUowing, which was adopted. 
The Republican party of Ohio, in 
state convention assembled, adopts the 
follow ing platform: 
F irst—We reaffirm the declaration of fact 
aud principles, adopted by the eleventh na­ 
tional R epublican convention a t 8t. Louis, 
June 17, 180S. 
Second—We* congratulate the country upon 
the fact th a t—in response to the dem and of 
the St. Louis platform , and the will of the peo­ 
ple expressed at the polls in November, 1896— 
protection and reciprocity, tw in m easures of 
Republican policy, have been re-established 
and have b e en em bodied into public law by the 
enactm ent of the Dingley bill. 
T hird—We favor all m easures which will 
prom ote the restoration and grow th of our 
m erchant m arine. 
F o u rth —Increasing trad e w ith our neighbor­ 
ing republics, on the w est coast of South 
Am erica and our recent victory in the Philip­ 
pine islands, w ith all the responsibilities a t­ 
tached thereto, rem ind us th a t it is essential 
to our prosperity and safety th at our A tl&ntic 
and Pacific borders be joined by the nearest 
practicable w aterw ay; we therefore laver the 
construction by tut* U nited States of the Nica­ 
ragua canal, to the end th a t our commerce 
may be extended in tim e of peace and our 
coasts protected in tim e of war. 
Fifth—We ask the congress of the U nited 
States to enlarge and m ake more eff»*ctive our 
navy, so th at our country may take and oc­ 
cupy h er proper place am ong the nations of 
the earth. It m ust be adequate at all tim e for 
defense against foreign foes; to secure the 
ju st rig h ts of A m erican capital, enterprise 
and com m erce in all p arts of the world and 
to com m and respect for our flag every when*. 
Sixth—We m ost heartily approve of the 
steps now being taken by congress and the 
president, providing for the annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islands as a p art of the United 
M ates, and hereby express the urgent wish 
th a t th e same be fully accom plished at the 
earliest practicable date by the passage by the 
senate of the jo in t resolution 
which has 
already met w ith the approval of the house of i 
representative*. 
Seventh—Knowing 
that 
justice and hu­ 
m anity alike m ade it our duty to put an end 
to the hopeless and barbarous w arfare waged 
by Spain against Cuba, and secure for th a t 
unhappy island a free and stable governm ent. 
we m ost heartily approve of the declaration 
of the w ar m ade by the U nited M ates against 
Spain an d pledge our lives and fortunes for 
the purpose of bringing it to a quick and suc­ 
cessful term ination. 
E ighth—We approve and endorse the p atri­ 
otic A m erican adm inistration of W illiam Me 
Kinley. 
We commend the great statesm an 
ship displayed by him in his tireless endeavors 
to seoure an honorable settlem ent of the Co* 
ban question by diplom atic m ethods and hi- 
fearless refusal to be driven into w ar until a! 
hopes of a peaceful settlem ent had failed, am 
wise and needful steps had been taken to pre 
pare for hostilities.

— From advices 
received by I ieneral Miles yesterday it 
is evident that troops have been or are 
being landed uot far from Playa del 
Este, east side of Santiago bay, aud at a 
point west of the harbor entrance. 
The two divisions probably w ill be 
pushed forward steadily to take the 
town of Santiago on either flank, while 
to Garcia and Rabbi’s bands of insur­ 
gents may tie left the task of bringing 
ou the attack in the rear. 
The distance 
on the west side is slightly greater than 
on the east, but it probably is uot 
greater by either route than 15 or 18 
I miles. 
The country is mountainous, 
1 but there is no reasou to believe it may 
uot be traversed by the United Status 
troop* within a week, even if it should 
be necessary to construct entrenchments 
and abattis everv few miles in order to 
beat back the Spaniards.

sible for Gervera’s vessels to escajie, 
even if they are disposed to take the 
most desperate chances.

They are the original Pow- 
hatan pipes, made in Powhatan county, 
Va., out <'f a peculiar blue clay which 
is found there in little nodules and fin­ 
ished in a peculiar way. 
“ The genuine Powhatan pipe can 
never btl found north of Baltimore, and 
it is easier to get one in Norfolk than 
in Baltimore. 
If you begin smoking 
ono, you will discard your meerschaums 
and brier woods and smoke nothing 
else. 
When it gets strong, you merely 
put it into tho fire and burn it sweet 
again. 
The im itation Powhatan pipes 
wTould crack to pieces if you try to burn 
them sw'eet, but tile genuine can ho 
thrust in safety right into the bright

Guns For Battleships. 
It appears that the tendency in the 
British and the United States navies is 
to reduce the number of guns and to in­ 
crease their arcs of fire and also to have 
no guns above 6 inch caliber for sup­ 
porting tho 12 or 18 inch. This method 
of decreasing I ho number and caliber of 
guns is an ideal theory for reducing 
weights, but ships are built to carry 
guns and to fight, and it would seem 
bettor to reduce weights elsewhere than 
in the battery and ammunition. 
Tn an engagement between battleships 
of similar armor and 
displacement 
which one will probably be the victor? 
There can be but one answer. It w ill be 
the one that effectively delivers the 
greatest amount of steel against the oth­ 
er ship. 
During the engagement each 
ship w ill necessarily lose the use of nu­ 
merous guns and men, and therefore the 
ship that carries tho larger number of 
guns and that has a reserve force of men 
below in protected places for filling the 
vacancies at the remaining guns will 
certainly have the advantage, and some 
obscure guns that are generally looked 
upon with disfavor on account of their 
small arcs of fire may, at the critical 
moment when their companions of larger 
arcs are dismounted, become the means 
of insuring victory.—Lieutenant E. W. 
Eberle, U. S. N., in Cassier’s Magazine.

This consists 
of a first course of eggs or macaroni, a 
second of one chop each or stew', and a 
third of fruit and cheese. 
Plenty of 
bread (always good in France) is eaten 
during the meal, but butter randy, and 
a glass or two of wine diluted with wa­ 
ter, but never iced or sweetened, is 
drunk by each member of the family, 
including the children. Dinner, usually 
at 7 o’clock, is a little more elaborate 
meal, from which soup and a salad are 
seldom omitted, aud black coffee is 
often served w’ith cognac at tho end. 
Owing to the fact that so much chicory 
is used French coffee is not uiQch to the 
taste of Anglo-Saxons. I have never yet 
b d what I call a cup of “ good” coffee 
in FVanoti whereas in Vienna and Mu­ 
nich it is simply delicious. 
Coffee be­ 
ing very dear in France (60 cents per 
pound for good quality) may account 
for the excessive use of chicory.—What 
to lait.
